SUBJECT i Shuttle Service Between The Mew Building And Adjacent 

Fftrlelag Areas 


1. This memorandum la infgqaation only . It describee the man- 
ner in which the subject service could be provided by means of buses 
and outlines the requirements in terms of personnel* equipment and 
operating costs. Other means of providing this service ,such as the 
soring sidewalks now in use at the Dellas* Taxes airport terminal or 
wall tractor -trailer trains used at public expositions, have not been 
explored. 

S. A Shuttle bus service between the new building and adjacent 
parking areas would have to operate between the hours of 0740 - 0900 
tad 1630 - 1750 la order to accommodate paraonnal under the anno unced 
staggered working hour schedule. It is estimated that approximately 
8,750 employees would use such a service each morning and evening. 
(Attachment l) 

3* Buses will be able to operate over all perimeter roads adjoin- 
ing the parking areas at the new building once repair# are completed on 
the west perimeter road. Trial runs over the route indicate that each 
mmd trip will require tea minutes. This route includes two stops at 
•seh parking area and three stops at building entrances. Accor ding l y * a 
bus could complete eight round trips each «ra-ni«g and evening. 

4. Shuttle bus service can be provided by any of the following 
three methods : 

a. Purchasing additional buses similar to the type now in use 

on regular shuttle bus runs . 

This type of bus has a capacity of 33 
passengers (2$ seated - 6 standing), there- 
fore# one bus eould transport a total of 
8& employees during the eight round tripe 
each soming tad evening. To scccnmodate 
the estimated 2,759 employees, a minimum 
of tea additional buses and drivers would 
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be required. The estivated annual coat 
ff buaaa and ten drivers is

The 
Qfciaion referred to concluded however with the following state- 
Mfe which U fait to be still valid and applicable to the 
f*» g w situation presently under study i *0f course, the 
additional service could not be devoted exclusively to the 
transportation of asnployeee between adjacent parking lota, 
eoanercial bus stops and their respective offices, in view of 
the several restrictive on use of Goveraaent vehicles for 
other than official purposes .

•it nlfifrt be argued that the eaployee is officially at work 
when he passes the gate at Langley and that from than on the shut- 
tle bus is used in the furtherance of offieial.business . However, 
it is felt this reasoning would not stand the white ll#t of 
m&llcity (press, Congressional or otherwise), particularly when 
eoKpare/f or example with the situation at the Pentagon where 
the average walk is a long one.*
